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Abduction of KUSH HR 

A meeting was held in ‘Jr. ->tolt*3 office today, which was attended by 
Herr Kleyer, doctor Chief, rcrr Mein H Ve, ^C33 and Hr. Stelt. 



Heindko made r.ho followinc statement,. He knows Hoeher since .karch 1951, and 
he also knows hi3 wife. He has been in contact with Hoeher on official business, 
Hoeher is living in narlln-Kreiirbcre, 5 'dnlbertstra3so. He is a representative 
of the FC: faction on the Kreucberg district Assembly, ond is also a representative 
of a TAest German Counter .intelligence Agency, Croup Ceel. Heindke knows from 
Hoeher himself, that to was a police officer in the rank of Uajor till the end 
of th^War. He was arrested in 1945 in Halle, soviet iono by the Soviets and 
sent to Russia, where he worked in a factory making.. parts of V-Bombe. later he 
wias sent to on Antifa School in Hoscow, and was released in 1948. On his return 
to Germany he made contact with the above mentioned Group Ceel, and worked for 
them in Berlin, tn Saturday morning, February 14, 1953, at about 090C hrs. 

Hoeher'e wife called l-oindke end told him that her husband is missing since 
Friday, February 13, 1300 hours, ‘Ahon Heindke asked her how she happened to 
call him, she stated that her husband had given her several numbers in case 
something should happen to him, among others Heindkc’s number. She bolieved 
however, that he mirht have had too much to drink or had gone to see a friend, 
and was not too worried so far.’ Heir.dkc advised her to wait for a Period of 
24 hours, rs is customary, and thefc report him to the police as missing. She 
told Heindke that she could not ao this on account of his position. If he 
diaaopeared, she was to wait until she hears from • nst Germany. ■ She would, be 
contacted from somebody from : ost Germany, and they would take over. Heindke 
however,, advised her again to report to the Police, since he might have .-net 
with an accident. On Sunday, February 15, being Hoehor's birthday, Heindke 
went over to hiB apartment, Frau Hoeher told him that she had reported to 
rolioo Revier 107, Kreuzberg. She had also told Heindke, that her husband had 
gone out with a friend by the name of Kirves, whom he had known for about 
2 year®. Kirves is an Fast Sector resident. At the Police Revier Frau Hoeher 
had not reported that her husband was a former jpolice officer in tho rank of 
LJajor, but only that he had served with the folice. She had also stated that 
he was known at Abteilung V. f Copy of missing person report is attached hereto). 
Revier 107 immediately sent out a teletype message. On February 17, Sangaeister, 
called Heindke and asked him about this case. Heindke went over to Abteilung V 
and told them the facts as mentioned above. Abteilung V denied having seen a 
report on the disappearance of Hoeher, The teletype message was found, but 
apparently had gone unnoticed by Abteilung Vp although Hoeher must, be known at 
Abteilung V, since he supplied them with informations. 
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On February 17, the'SFD newspaper "Telegraf" issued an article on the ab- 
duction of Hoeher. Later the "Kurier" another newspaper stated that the Folice, 
Abteilung V, had no knowledge of Hoehar being missing. This apparently was 
due to the fact that Abteilung V had not seen the teletype message sent out by 
the lolice Revier. It is surmised that Frau Hoeher might have reported the 
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diaappeeranoe of her husband to Buer germs later Kresaaann of Kreusberg, on 
account of hia being a member of the TOP faction, and that Kressmann has 
given this inforaation to tha press, l.e. the "Telegraf". 

Meanwhile a Harr Alhraoht, a member of another German Intelligence 
Agency came to see Ur, Stelt. Ha stated that three men had corns from 
1 Bonn yesterday evening, and that he had mat than today at the Ratekeller 
i in .Schoenejberg. They had heard about the abduction of H 0 *$afr v *odl had 
oome to Berlin right away. They gave Albrecht an emergen cy'n&ber to 
identify Hoeher. Albrecht cane with the request tnat the matter be handled 
k|r US Sector Amt instead of Abteilung V, since Aliiad interest were in- 
volved. 



Frau Hoeher had also stated that her husband told her not to call 
Abteilung 7.
